A persusal of the county’ 
voting reveals that Ander- 
son carried 54 of the 100 
precincts, with eleven in 
which the vote was separ- 
ated by less than 10 votes 
each.

Steady Growth Predicted : 
For Florida's Agriculture 


Speaking at the annual 
Vegetables Growers Field 
Day at the Everglades Ex- 
periment Station last Thurs- 
Cay, Dr. F. F. Jamison, chief 
of the DARE Committee — 
Deve oping Agricultural Re- 
s.urces Effectively — of 
the University of Florida, 
predicted steady growth of 
Florida's agriculture thru 
1975. 

Dr. Jamison stated that 
farm labor orobisms will be 
the majo; Pp 
farmers aŭd» 
that this probl 
be serious endugh to curtail 
the steady growth of Flori- 
da agriculture. 

Speaking before approxi- 
mately 200 growers from 
south and central Florida, 
Dr. Jamison brought up to 
date a 1964 DARE report,

sumption is decreasing, 

vertheless in the period 
rom: November through 
April per capita consump- 
tion went up. 

"It (vegetable consump- 
tion) is 15 per cent higher 
in 1986 than it was in 1940" 


Dr. Jamison stated, referr-- 


ing to total consumption 
rather than per capita con- 
sumption in the U. S: He 
predicted that by 1975 the 
total value of Florida's agri- 
cultura] products will rise 
frcm a total of $200 million 
in 1960 to $303 million in 
1975. 

In addition to increasing 
labor problems, meghaniza- 
tion, food preservation, and 
water pollution problems 
were discussed by the 
DARE speaker. Decreasing 
labor supply plus increas- 
ing costs will force mechan- 
ization of agriculture, and 
the development of special 
strains of vegetables suit- 
ed to mechanical harvesting, 
he suggested. 

“If present pollution pro- 
blems are not solved sev- 
eral of our major produc- 
ing areas may be forced ouf, 
of production," it was sta- 
ted, "and although this and 
other problems are not new, 
they should be re-emphasiz- 
ed again.”

The tragedy is that the weight of inflation falls 
mainly on those who are least able to bear it — those 
on fixed retirement incomes, on public relief, in the 
low-wage brackets and so on. The irony is that these are 
the very people the government's welfare programs are 
supposed to help. But that help will be ilusory indeed— 
a snare and a delusion — if inflation continues to erode 
the few dollars they have to spend on the necessities of 
life. 

Inflation is to a country what disease is to the in- 
dividual — a source of constant destruction unless it is 
cured.
